Water  Supply, 

The  water  supply  is  obtained  in  bulk  by  agreement  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  and  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

No  examinations  either  bacteriological  or  chemical  have 
been  carried  out  on  behalf  of  this  Authority  during  the  year. 

There  are  still  a  few  isolated  houses  without  a  piped 
supply,  these  are  chiefly  situated  in  an  isolated  part  of  the  district 
and  the  dwellings  are  confined  to  temporary  structures  occupied  in 
connection  with  small  holdings  of  agricultural  land. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Midwifery  Services. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  is  the  Supervising  Authority 
under  the  Midwives  ict,1936,  and  the  following  is  a  list  of  County

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Work  is  controlled  by  a 
Joint  Committee  comprised  of  the  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee 
and  co-opted  Lady  Members  nominated  by  the  Council.  There  is  also  a 
Voluntary  Committee  of  Ladies  nominated  by  various  organisations  in  the 
district  who  gave  their  services  and  attended  by  rota  at  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

There  are  two  Clinics,  one  situated  at  the  Methodist 
Schoolroom,  George  Street,  Tyldesley,  and  the  other  at  the  Independent 
Methodist  Church,  Manchester  Road,  Astley,  and  weekly  sessions  are 
held  at  both  Clinics,  There  are  quite  a  number  of  mothers  in  the  Mosley 
Common  area  attending  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Welfare  Centre,  as 
they  find  it  too  far  to  come  to  the  Tyldesley  Clinic, 

The  Clinics  continue  to  be  well  attended.  The  number  of 
attendances  during  1947  was  3,018  at  Tyldesley  and  1,782  at  Astley, 
compared  with  2,922  and  1,650  respectively  the  previous  year.  All  children 
on  their  first  visit  to  the  Clinic  are  examined  by  the  Medical  Officer, 

The  Health  Visitor  paid  1033  visits  to  children  under  1  year 
of  age,  compared  with  1054  in  1946,  and  1,542  visits  to  children  between 
1  and  5  years,  as  against  1,521  the  previous  year.

Still  Births. 


Five  still  Births  were  recorded  during  1947  as  compared  with  10  the 
previous  year.  This  gives  a  Still  Birth  Rate  13.85  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.  Each  case  was  investigated  by  the  Health  Visitor. 


Infantile  Mortality. 


Two  deaths  were  reported  compared  with  21  during  1946.'  Tjiis  gives  a 
rate  of  5,6  per  1,000  which  shows  a  marked  decrease  on  the  1946  figure.

Births. 

-  361  (li  ve  and  sti  11)  births  were  notified  for  1947  compared  with  334 

in  1946.  This  number  includes  71  born  at  St.  Mary’s  and  31  at  the  Leigh 
Maternity  Home.  The  majority  of  cases  admitted  to  St.  Mary’s  were  referred 
by  the  Council’ s  Ante-Natal  Consultant  or  Private  Medical  Practitioners  on 
account  of  complications.  Many  of  the  cases-  admitted  to  Leigh  Maternity  Home  were 
for  domestic  reasons  only. 

Premature  Births. 

In  accordance  with  Circular  20/44,  on  the  care  of  Premature  Infants, 
the  recommendations  and  instructions  contained  therin  have  been  adopted.

Dr.  W.  R.  Addis  F.R.C.O.  G. ,  is  the  Ante-Natal  Consultant  <•  and 
attends  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  at  Tyldesley  the  second 
and  fourth  Friday  in  each  month.  22  sessions  were  held  with  667  attendances 
from  237  expectant  mothers,  the  Health  Visitor  and  Midwives  attend  the 
sessions  and  render  assistance.

No  caseo  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  notified. 

Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 


Illegitimate  children  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  cared  for  by 
their  own  mothers,  to  whom  advice  is  given  and  regular  visits  made  by 
the  Health  Visitor. 

Close  co-operation  is  observed  between  the  Health  Visitor  and 
the  representative  of  the  Leigh  &  District  Council  for  Moral  Welfare 
whose  activities  cover  this  area,  this  authority  being  represented. 

The  Council  make  an  annual  subscription  to  this  voluntary 
organisation. 

Day  Nurseries. 


A  day  nursery  under  the  control  of  the  County  Council  was 
available  in  Atherton,  and  arrangements  available  whereby  children 
of  working  mothers  could  be  cared  for  during  the  day  at  a  reasonable 
charge.  Part  of  the  cost  was  borne  by  this  authority, 

INFECTIONS  DISEASE. 

There  were  Six  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  and  69  cases  of  Scarlet 

fever.

RATS  AND  MICE(DESTRUCTION)AOT, 


Work  under  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act  1919,  and  the  Infestation 
Order  1943  was  continued  during  the  year.  The  number  of  complaints 
received  at  the  Health  Department  during  1947  in  respect  of  rodent 
infestation  showed  an  increase  on  the  number  received  in  1946,  The 
number  of  visits  to  infested  premises  was  41  and  the  number  of  baits 
laid  was  248 . 


REFUSE  COLLECTION,  DISPOSAL  AND  SALVAGE. 

The  arrangements  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  remain 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  years.  Approximately  one  third  of  the  town 
is  still  provided  with  a  fortnightly  collection,  but  when  conditions 
*  become  more  normal  it  is  hoped  to  have  a  complete  weekly  collection  of 
all  bins  in  the  town.  The  dry  refuse  is  completely  disposed  of  by  a  system 
of  controlled  tipping,  whilst  the  contents  of  all  pails  and  privy  middens 
is  distributed  to  various  farmers.

All  houses  reported  to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  are  now 
disinfested  by  the  use  of  D, T,  D.  liquid,  whilst  premises  infested 
witli  cockroaches,  silver  fish  etc,  are  dealt  with  by  using  D,  D,  I. 
powder.  These  methods  have  been  definitely  successful  in  all  cases.
